L AST week we quoted Msgr. Wil- 
liam C. McGrath and Bishop Cuthbert 
O’Gara to the effect that our diplomatic de- 
feats with the consequent ascendency of 
Communism are not, in their opinion, due to 
American stupidity.

RELIGIOUS FREEDOM DAY — A “Religious Freedom Day” 
proclamation by Mayor Joseph S. Clark of Philadelphia, to: 
mark the 221st anniversary of the freedom of Catholic worship 
in the American colonies, is. read by the mayor’s representative 
in the courtyard of Old St. Joseph’s church in Philadelphia. 
The proclamation recalled an historic contribution to religious 
freedom in 1733, when the Provincial Council of the Pennsyl- 
vania Colony. ignored a protest of Lt. Gov. Patrick Gordon 
that the opening of St. Joseph’s church (first Catholic church 
in Philadelphia) was in conflict with the laws of England 


and the wishes of the king. Old 


St. Joseph’s, still in its original 


building, is the first church in the English-speaking new world 
where Mass was celebrated openly and without legal inter- 
ference. Reading the proclamation for the mayor is Randolph 


Wise, commissioner of welfare.

the Brothers Grimm, everyone will recall those charming ac- 
counts of little children wandering alone and coming upon a 
beautiful castle or a dream house in the woods. But everyone 
is aware that these beautiful stories of childhood are only imag- 
inative and that such things unhappily do not happen in real 


life. If only they could happen and 
bring pleasure to everyone in dif- 


.ferent countries, how much hap- 


pier life would be for everyone. 
But alas, such stories are only in- 
vented to please us as children. 
In real life, however, apart from 
fairies and. witches, something 


very like the idea of these story 
tellers does exist, and only very} 
recently I have returned from just 
such a place which had all the 
marks of a fairy story and yet was 
real, practical, and above all, spir- 
itual. 


There was the forest and the 
track running through it, and a 
little dream house, alone and 
soundless at the far end. This was 
in the mountains of New England, 
and the dream house itself was in 
fact the house of God, a tiny chap- 
el, standing miles from anywhere 
in a valley of the mountains. From 
the outside one sees a solid wooden 
structure about the size of a two 
car garage which is painted tree 
green to fit in with its surround- 
ings.

There is a little lantern at the 
door which burns only a candle, 
and the light from this candle 
shining through the amber colored 
glass can be seen from far off 
down the slope. 

This chapel on the inside is as 
beautiful as'it can be. The warm 
modern color combinations are 
rose and gray. The altar is covered 


on all sides with a beautiful and |

The whole thing: is a standing 
example of living charity. The 
people who built it sought perfec- 
tion in their work. A New York 
architect drew up the plans, a pro- 
fessional—-artist designed the in- 
terior setting, and the three actual 
eonstructors worked as_ though 
they were erecting a palace for a 
king—which in fact they were. No 
outside business concern had any- 
thing to do with this small build- 


ing. It is a perfect example of how 


a group of people, friendly to each 
other, and all friendly with God, 
united their skills to build Him a 
home which very few in the world 
would ever see. 


Hunters Welcome 


Even the human needs of our 
fellow men have been thought of, 
for quite near the chapel stands 
a small summer house and barn, 
and on the door is a. sign which 
reads “Hunters Welcome.” In the 


depth of winter this little house 


means life and safety to hunters 
lost in the mountains and once in- 
side, they find food, blankets, a 
stove and beds, which is the com- 
pletion of this work of charity. 
The farmers of the district have 
been so impressed by this spirit of 
Catholic charity, that without being 
asked, they go up at times during 
the winter, to see that everything 
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I: would be a wonderful thing if we had never committed 
any sins. But we have. We all have. Even-the saints. Does that 
mean it doesn’t matter? Does it mean that there is no use crying 
over spilt milk? Did you ever see someone crying whom you hurt? 
Would you say that that didn’t matter? No, you wouldn't, because 
your heart is not so stony as that! There is use in crying over 
spilt milk, on account of the harm we did, and the tears we 


caused. 


But there are various ways to be sorry for our sins. One way 
is to be unhappy and troubled, as if no one could ever repair.the 
damage. That is a wrong way, because it seems to Say that God 
cannot undo the harm we did, and wipe away the tears we caused 
to flow. So that kind of sorrow is all wrong. 

Another way to be sorry is to be scared because 
get punished, — even in hell, if we die with mortal sin on our 
soul. Being scared like that can sometimes keep us out of sin, 
when we feel that nothing else will. And in confession that kind 
of sorrow, called “imperfect” contrition, is enough for God to 


forgive the sin. 


But the best ways to be sorry is to remember someone whom 
we hurt once, and realize that all sin is like that. It hurts people 
whom God loves. It displeases God! What a state of affairs when 
one small boy, or one small girl, — and aren’t we all small in 
front of God? — dares to hurt God’s.loved ones and displeases 
God, who has invited us to be with Him and His friends, when 
He could have left us unborn forever! 

When you feel that way, you have “perfect” contrition, and 
God forgives your sins at once, but you must still tell the mortal 


ones in confession. 


This kind of sorrow won’t make you unhappy, you see, be- 
cause you know that God has fixed everything up that you spoil- 
ed. God’s best friends always have this kind of sorrow, and it 


never leaves them.

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relations is basically a moral one, and anyone 
who speaks out for human equality should not be 
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| be sustained without the 
steady prick of our consciences goading us into 
action: the other reasons are not enough, by 
themselves, te do the job. 


One of the most remarkable facts of human 
spiritual history is the recurrence, over and over 
again, of the fundamental idea of human brother- 
hood. Wherever and whenever man grew wise 
enough to discard pagan superstition, he turned 
inevitably toward a search for one God — ard 
found Him through the pathways of faith, love 
and brotherhood. 


In all the great religions of the world. diver- 


gent as they are otherwise, these same concepts 
are the mainstay and central core. They have de- 
veloped independently, among separate peoples, 
and in spite of the geograpbical and cultural 
barriers which tend to make men strangers to 
one another. No other fact could attest so fully 
to the truth of the beliefs we hold ourselves, as 
Christians. Our ideals stand by themselves, and 
need no support except our own determination 
to adhere to them and to translate them into ac- 

pursue the business of practical liv- 
ing. 

There is no incompatability between Christian 
ideals and the pursuit of our material goals. In 
fact, our whole economic and _ political structure, 
which we call a democracy, is based on the idea 
that man will thrive materially when they recog- 
nize, in material as well as spiritual matters, that 
men, born equal, are also “endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights.” We are 
in trouble only when we begin to thinks of our 
material achievements as an end in themselves, 
separate from the dictates of our religion and 
consciences — or when we have so little faith in 
our fellow citizens that any plea we make for the 
moral principle of tuman equality must be 
couched in terms of material aims in order to be 
palatable. 


Morally. Wrong 


Almost everyone agrees that it is wrong to be 
prejudiced; and if you are convinced that the 


No effort we ever make

right, then the existence of prejudice would 
seem to be a complete inconsistensy. 

The fact is that prejudiced people don’t think 
of themselves as prejudiced. They explain their 
attitudes away with the rationolizations or gener- 
alizations with which prejudice is almost always 
clothed, and never seem to notice that their 


“facts” are often contradictory. For instance, 


they'll tell you that “everyone knows” Negroes 
are lazy(or suited only for heavy laboring work); 
that they are over-aggressive (or too humble to 
want to work with whites on an equal basis). The 
ignorance in which prejudice thrives can be re- 
placed with knowledge — people can be taught 
to recognize their own prejudices and to reject 
them as morally wrong. I believe that this is not 
nearly so hard a task as some think, provided 
all those who can furnish needed leadership and 
guidance will work together with the kind of 
dedication and courage the job requires. 


This kind of leadership can come from many 
sources, but chiefly from those which touch the 
lives of many of us most intimately: the Church 
and American industry. From the standpoint of 
spiritual guidance, our Church has taken a dy- 
namic and courageous stand which has already 
borne fruit in many Catholic parishes. In the 
process of providing good employment opportuni- 
ties for Negroes, many leaders of industry and 
commerce are also providing White employees 
with their first real chance to get to know Ne- 
groes as individual human beings like themselves, 
rather than as mere personifications of a “differ- 
ent” race. And when an individual’s racial at- 
titudes change, he brings these new attitudes 
with him into his home and social circle. The 
effects of the lesson he has learned can thus be 
compounded many times over. 

No one ever “sold” a moral idea, or accepted 
one as a guiding principle, if he could not be 
touched by moral motivations. The tmprovement 
in race relations to date is proof that these moti- 
vations do exist among the American people and 
that they are capable, together, of answering any 
challenge to uphold the national heritage of free- 
dom and opportunity of which we are so proud, 


The speed with which race perjudice is eventual-

Some wives work up this sched- 
ule and their husbands’ tempers 
merely to illustrate to the neigh- 
bors that they have thoroughly do- 
mesticated the male animal.

Calls 1955 Dawn 
Of New Era For 
Labor Movement 


Boston—(NC)— The year 1955 
will go down in history as_ the 


dawn of a new era for the Amer- 
ican Labor Movement, Archbish-! 
op Richard J. Cushing of Boston 
told delegates to the Massachusetts| 
Federation of Labor’s 69th annual 
state: convention here. 


HE, EMPHASIZED that this_ is) 
the year when the nation’s two great| 
labor organizations, the Amer-| 
ican Federation of Labor. and 
the Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations, agreed to merge into one 
great organization. 

The prelate called Communism 
“The arch-enemy of labor unions” 
and denounced the “peace of- 
fensive” of tite Reds who still “as- 
pire toward world conquest.” 

Archbishop Cushing called 
for increased cooperation be- 
tween labor and management. 

He said “collective bargaining 
must not become collective con- 
fusion” but should be “a mutual 
exchange of ideas, of the clari- 
fication of tensions, of the study 
of the rights and the needs of 
human persons, irrespective of 
the class with which they are 
identified.” 

“The laborer is a man made to 
the image of God,” the archbishop 
said. “So, too, is the employer. 
When they sit down together in 
recognition of this truth, they can 
solve any problem without re- 
course to drastic measures that re- 
sult in much suffering for them- 
selves and much inconvenience for

_ The. Japanese decided to ap- 
proach Moscow, apparently think- 
ing that the Russians might wel- 
come a chance to advance their 
own interests by acing as powerful 
middlemen. Russia had a treaty 
with Japan. The Japanese did not 
know that, in violation of the 
treaty, Russia had already (in Feb- 
ruary, 1945) agreed at Yalta to en- 
ter the war against Japan. 

Beginning on June 1, Tokyo sent 


code messages to Japanese Ambas- 


sacor Sato in Moscow telling him 
to inform Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov that the Emporer wished to 
make peace and to request Soviet 
mediation. These radio messages 
were intercepted and decoded by 
the United States prior to the Pots- 
dam Conference (July 16-August 
2). 
Stalin and Molotov kept putting 
off Ambassador Sato until August 
8. When Molotov finally agreed to 
see the Japanese envoy, it. was to 
tell him that Russia was declaring 
war on Japan as of the morrow. 

At Potsdam Stalin told Presi- 
dent Truman that the Japanese 
had been trying to reach him 
with requests to make peace. Mr. 
Truman, according to trust- 
worthy reports, asked him what 
he was going to do about. it. 
Stalin reportedly laughed, threw 


-up his hands and answered: 


“Nothing.” 

When the Japanese did surrend- 
er, it was on the basis of the Pots- 
dam Declaration (issued July 26).
